tion was immediately passed to elect from among their congrega- 


tion a man ready and capable for a mission to that country. 


They appeal to us for co-operation, ard also to select here in 


Jerusalem one from the Sephardim (Po¥tuguese Jews) and one 


from the Ashkenasim. (German and Polish Jews), and to send the 
_ three messengers together, who will have to travel for several 


months through enormous deserts. It is stated that these Ten 
Tribes constitute an empire of their own, have their own king, and 
possess great. quantities of ammunition. They are of high stature, 
and have altogether an athletic appearance. They are generally 


occupied with the study of Kabala, are strictly religious and very — 
wealthy, being in possession of many gold mines. They do not 


permit a foreigner to settle among them; even the sojourn for a 
few days can be obtained only by the payment of an enormous 


tax, with the exception of Israelites, who are received as friends by 
them, permitted to reside among them, and are altogether recog- 
_tised as their own brethren. The synagogue authorities here have. 
also consented to the mission, though we ‘shall have to incur a> 


heavy expense, which so long a journey requires. It ts hoped 


that the messengers will be despatched after Pentecost, to delibe-— 


rate with their brethren on Judaism in general.

HORRID MURDER OF A JEW AT CONSTANTI- 


correspondent of the Archives Israélites de France,” gives 


the following account of a dreadful catastrophe which occurred at 


Constantinople. On the 25th of December last, at three o clock 
in the afternoon, three Armenians presented themselves at the 
shop of a Jewish dealer in amber, by the name of Elia Seviglia, 
under the pretence of having been sent by a rich merchant, who 
wished to make purchases of amber pipe-tubes to the amount of | 
1000 francs. Atter selecting pipe-tubes to that amount, they 
desired Seviglia to put them into a box, and to follow them to the 
merchant’s house, where the goods were to be paid for, To this 
proposal Seviglia agreed, left the shop with the Armenians, but 
His family, naturally 
uneasy at his not returning, gave information to the police, whose 


enquiries however proceeding very slowly, the relatives of Sevigtia 


applied to the Sultan. His Highness seemed greatly concerned, | 
and issued strong orders to the police to sift the matter. Sus- 
picion. then fell upon a certain Armenian, who was given into 
custody, but released a month after for want of proof. 
On Wednesday the 8th of April, three other Armenians hap- 
pened to appear at another Jewish dealer's shop, alse under the 
pretext of having a pipe-tube mended, An agent of the corpora- 
tion of amber merchants (which in Turkey is very extensive) 
happened to pass, aud looking at the /pipe-tube, asked one of the 
Armenians where he had bought it. No sooner was this question

immediately recognised him to be the one previously in prison 
upon suspicion, and also identified the pipe-tube as of his brother's 
manufacture. The Armenian was taken before the Saraskieral 
(district magistrate), who sent him to prison, though he persevered 
in denying his guilt, but stated that he had bought the pipe-tube 
of a traveller. After searching him, and discovering nothing in 
proof against him, the magistrate was almost on the point of dis- 
charging him, when Seviglia’s brother exclaimed: ‘‘ Examine his 
cap.” This was accordingly done; and lo and behold, all the pipe- 
tubes purchased of the unfortunate Seviglia by the three men four 
months ago, were concealed in the cap. With such strong proofs 
against him, and also threatened with the torture, the prisoner 
confessed the murder, of which he gave the following horrible 
details :—_ 

Seviglia had been led by the three Armenians into a lowly khan 


(cottage). Being, however, shown into a very nice apartment, he | 
was introduced to the pretended merchant. Whilst he displayed 


the pipe-tubes, coffee and a pipe were, according to the custom, 


handed to him, the coffee containing poison, In a few minutes | 
after he had partaken of the poisoned beverage, he became stupe- 
fied and senseless, so that he was obliged to lean his head on the 
sofa, when he was instantly strangled. Night fell, and they buried | 
him beneath a flight of stairs, where they had made a hole, which 
was then filled up with coals, and then made the ground appear || 
level with the other. In consequence of this information, the | 
police, followed by many members of the Jewish community, | 
repaired to the spot described, where they found the body, which || 


had already arrived at a state of putrefaction, owing to the coals
